The United States, Britain a n d 
France moved today for a show­ 
down with Russia and her satel­ 
lites by demanding that the Free 
Territory of Trieste be returned 
to Italy. 
The surprise action toward re ­ 
vision of the Italian peace treats 
was highlighted bv charges lev­ 
eled at Marshal Tito of Y u go- 
iiavia, 
In a joint state m e ii t 
the 
three Western powers declared 
that Tito has taken "measures 
which definitely comprise the 
possibility of a p p l y i n g the 
statute" created by the peace 
pact with Italy. 
The joint three-power recom ­ 
mendation came as Italy faced a 
crisis in the April 18 elections— 
with the Communists m a k i n g 
their strong bid for control of 
that strategic nation. 
The three-power proposal was 
submitted to the Soviet embassy 
in Washington this morning in a 
note delivered by the State de­ 
partment 
Copies were subm it­ 
ted to the Italian em bassy and 
the embassy of Yugoslavia 
The action was based on the 
findings by the three West e r n 
powers that it appeared impos 
sible to agree in the UN Security 
Council on the selection of a gov ­ 
ernor for the free territory.

Into the hands of the A m erican 
farm er haa been placed th e re­ 
sponsibility of feeding th e s ta rv ­

w estern Europe. 
The A m erican farm er tak es his 
place in the international econom ic 
picture arrayed against the forces 
of destruction w ith the plow and 
the hoe as his weapons. 
Production of corn, w heat and 
m eat are no longer purely local or 
personal m atters. 
Food has be­ 
come param ount In tho in te rn a ­ 
tional scene. 
The Am erican farm er haa be­ 
come the w arrior ag ain st sta rv a ­ 
tion. the pillar to which to tte rin g 
w estern European 
nations cling 
and the barrier which will keep 
Com munism from sw eeping w est­ 
w ard to the English C hannel 
Dr. Edm und des. Brunner, Co­ 
lum bia university sociologist, says 
lack of food is more likely to 
cause trouble in the Balkan coun­ 
tries than any natural leaning of 
those people tow ard Com m unism . 
He points out th a t crop yields 
there are only one-third the av e r­ 
age of the rest of Europe, which 
has suffered severely due to lack 
of rain. 
Dr. B runner say's th a t in th e 
B alkans, frequently referred to as 
the Under box of Europe, th ere is 
alw ays a period of hunger in the 
weeks preceding th e new harvest.

Soil for seeds planted Indoors, 
however, must be “made to or­ 
der" for the purpose, and loose 
or mellow, or in other words, 
friable. 
An ideal soil mixture consists 
of equal parts of rich garden 
loam, clean, coarse sand and leaf- 
rnold. 
The loafmold should be sifted 
as illustrated in the accompany­ 
ing liarden-Graph. Rub it through 
a quarter-inch sic vt and save the 
roughage to use tor drainage In 
the bottom of the seed flats. 
Each flat should be filled with 
this seed soil and then firmed or 
tamped with a piece of wood, 
leaving the surface about three- 
eighths of an inch below the top 
eoge.
